“Protection of . the taxpayer a- 
-gainst sectarian raids on the pub- 
Tie treasury” was described by Paul 
Blanshard, author and attorney, as 

f ‘one of the most critical needs of 
‘American policy,” in his closing ad- 
dress on February 5 at POAU’s 
Ninth National Conference on 
‘Church and State. The meeting was 
bela at Los Angeles’ First Baptist 
Church. 


Speaking on “The Challenge of 
‘Clerical Power,” Blanshard partic- 
ularly criticized the plan proposed 
by Cardinal McIntyre at the Uni- 
versity of Dallas last December. 
Cardinal McIntyre had proposed 
payment of federal funds to parents 
tn the education of their. children 
1 the pattern established by the 
_ I. bills. Concerning this plan 
: Pais said: “It is a clever de- 
* rice for evading the spirit of the 
Cc Constitution and for dumping the 
costs of Roman Catholic parochial 
schools upon the general taxpayer. 
“ Cardinal McIntyre claims that un- 
der his plan public money would 
not be paid directly to any parochial 
school, but it would obviously 
tr travel to that destination via the 
‘pockets of the parents. The Car- 
dinal admitted that under his scheme 
the Supreme Court’s McCollum de- 
cision would be nullified. As is well 
‘known, the Supreme Court has de- 
clared it unlawful for any communi- 
ty to charge the regular costs of 
sectarian schools to the taxpayers.” 


_ “Why should the four-fifths of the 
‘people who are non-Catholics pay 
fe or a Catholic enterprise?” Blan- 
shard wanted to know. “Sectarian 
s ools have a perfect right to oper- 
_ate but they have no right to de- 
‘mand our public money. Our pub- 
lic schools are free to those of all 
4 faiths on a basis of equality. It is 
-nonsense for Cardinal McIntyre to 
describe that system as discrimina- 
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tory because Americans refuse to 
support a competing sectarian sys- 
tem.” 


Blanshard predicted that if the 
“McIntyre plan or any other sectar- 
ian plan for securing tax funds for 
private schools comes before Con- 
gress at this session the American 
people will beat it as badly as they 
beat Mr. Truman’s ill-starred plan 
for an American Ambassador at the 
Vatican.” 


Under the head of “The Challenge 
to Religious Freedom,” Blanshard 
described the recent suppression of 
the film “Martin Luther” by Station 
WGN-TV of Chicago as “a warning 
to pusillanimous Protestants that 
they must stand on their own feet 
and fight for freedom of the air.” 
He declared: “That film has just as 
much right on the air as Bishop 
Sheen has. Tolerance and freedom 
must be reciprocal between all 
faiths if they are to have any real- 
ity, and that means that freedom of 
criticism must be mutual.” 


In closing Blanshard said: 


“Our American policy of the sep- 
aration of church and state is our 
most precious heritage and our most 
distinctive contribution to modern 
statecraft. We are a tolerant na- 
tion because we refuse to mix state 
power and church power or state 
funds and church funds. We refuse 
to make any church a favorite over 
any other church or to penalize the 
unbeliever under our law. We can 
preserve this tolerance best by 
keeping our public schools and our 
public treasury free from sectarian 


claims.”

Education established by the Ford Foundation was announc- 


ed on February 11 by Dr. K. Duane Hurley, president of 
the Council.

The grant will be used to conduct a testing project for a 
the 53 colleges holding membership in the Council. This 
is the first program of its kind to involve so many institu- 
tions with a wide geographical distribution. It is part of. 
the total program of the Council, which looks toward the E 
development among its members of new and imaginative 
educational plans as rapidly as their human and material 
resources will permit. The project will be the main con- 
cern of a national workshop to be held on the campus of 
Milligan College, Tennessee, in July. “4 


The Council was organiezd last April to provide a means 
by which its members could cooperate in advancing quality 
education and improving their financial status. Located in 
28 states, these institutions, all of which are four-year co 
leges of arts and sciences, have an enrollment of 25,000 a 
are planning to expand to 75,000 in the near future. A:

increased enrollments. 


According to Dr. Alfred T. Hill, Executive Secretary of the 
Council, “This grant and the recent grants from Union Car- 
bide, U. S. Steel, and International Nickel have established 
a precedent for foundations and industry in the development ES 
of small colleges as one of the country’s most promising 
resources of higher education.” a 

At the 1956 summer workshop of the Council for the 
Advancement of Small Colleges, held at Nasson College, og

In confirming the grant President Clarence H. Faust of 
the Ford Foundation’s Fund for the Advancement of Educa- — 
tion said, “The Fund is happy to cooperate with the Council — 
for the Advancement of Small Colleges in its plan to carry 
out this testing program.

“Happy is he that hath the God of 
Jacob for his help, whose hope is in 
the Lord his God” (Psa. 146:5); not— 
happy is he who resorts to tranquiliz- 
ing pills! —Now.
